There was only a fair turn out at 
the Town Meeting of the board of 
Trade at the High School Rulldlng 
on Uat Friday night. 

C, 1 M. Kincaid, chairman of thej 
committee on members))Ip, brought 
In the names of a lot of uew mem¬ 
bers and renewals, and reported thst 
there was a general response from 
the citizens' 1 of tiie town to sssoclste 
themselves "with the organization 
that Is striving to make Marlinton a 
better and a bigger town. 

The Committee on Municipal Af¬ 
fairs, F. M. Sydnor, chairman, was 
on the Job gs usual. They recom¬ 
mended that he Hoard and Town 
Council busy themselves bo take the 
necessary steps toward securing a 
Western Union Telegraph office in¬ 
dependent of the railroad office; also 
to see what Is necessary to be done 
about securing the free ‘delivery of 
express. That the Town Council en¬ 
force tl>e hog ordinance, and urge 
the householders to put the numbers 
on their houses and that street signs 
he put' up. That the road to Mt. 
View Cemetery be. put In good repair 
and graveled from the Class A road; 
tlrtit 10th avenue be opened from 
Class A road to the Court House, and 
that the raL ay company' be ap¬ 
proached In regard to. cooperating in 
the vtnrk of filling 4th avenue about 
the freight depot so that wagons 
may back up and lie loaded conven¬ 
iently. 

The road matters were referred to 
the Road Committee, I*. T. Ward, 
chairman, whose report allowed these 
and other things were being consid¬ 
ered by the committee. 

W. A: Bratton, chairman of the 
Committee on Business Development, 
In his report spoke ot the Impossibil¬ 
ity of securing sites for Industries 
Ahich might be Induced to come here 
all the land avaliabe being tied up in 
court. lie said efforts were being 
nude by the extract company to se 
cure tbe'Greenbrier Mill land, and 
that tbe Marlin Lumber Company 
would probably locate Its plant with- 
ln-reachlng distance of the town. . 

Ira D. Brill attended tire meeting 
the Wool Growers' Association at 
Charleston ami he spoke of the Im¬ 
portance of the ehe$p industry to 
‘Pocahontas County, lie urged that 
the committee on Agriculture of the 
Marlinton Hoard of Trade* assist in 
the organization of the association In 
this county. Tire proper grading 
and marketing of wool would mean 
many thousands of dollars of addi¬ 
tional money. .
